MORE GIPSY MOTHS 


Pest In On the Increase In the Center 


of the state 


Franklin, Nov. 4.—Tho 
gypsy 


moth nest nuntcvs, who are at. pres- 
ent inspecting trees in the southern 
part of the city in the,'government 
moth extermination work,' have thus 
far discovered ninety-six gypsy moth 
nests, demonstrating that the pest is 
on the increase in this vicinity.
